At the Jeffries headquarters in this city it was stated that no 


message had come from him since he departed on the hunting trip.

BATTLE WITH POSSE. 


Deputy Sheriff Thomas, stationed at 


Descanso, was the first to see the run- 
away couple as the machine sped through 
the village early this morning. He noti- 
fied the San Diego pol'ioe, and, organiz- 
ing a posse, took up the trail of the auto- 
mobile, overtaking1 It a mile and a half 
beyond 
Descanso. 
The machine 
was 


stuck in a enow bank. 


Foreman, when he saw the posse 


approach, grabbed the girl by the 
arm and the 
two ran swiftly 
to 


a clump of brush, Into which they 
plunged. 
As he ran he fired several • 


shots at the pursuers, who refrained 
from replying for fear of hitting the 
girl. 


When ordered to surrender 
Fore- 


man hotly declared he would kill aa 
many of his pursuers as he could and 
then kill the girl and himself. 
Fear 


that he will carry his threat Into exe- 
cution has prevented a rush on his 
hiding place. 
Shortly after 8 o'clock last evening Miss 


Seifert evaded ^the vigilance of her par- 
ents, knotted the bed sheets together and 
slid down the improvised rope to the 
ground, where her youthful sweetheart, 
armed with two big revolvers, was await- 
ing her. Together the pair stole silently 
to the waiting automobile and were away 
through the night in the direction of the 
Cuyamaca mountains.

SACRAMENTO, March 29.—Governor 


Gillett pardoned today A. H. Southwlclc, 
69 years old, confined in the Oakland city 
jail on three charges of battery, his spe- 
cial crime being that of taking liberties 
with young girls. 


Southwick Is pardoned because it is 


shown that his health Is likely to be im- 
paired by his confinement. He was sen- 
tenced for three terms of six months 
each, entering prison July 9, 1909. and 
his sentence would have expired January 
9, 1911. 


"My, but I'm mighty glad," weie the 
words of A H. Southwick, old Civil War 
veteran, when the news that he had been 
pardoned by Governor Gillett was com- 
municated to him by a representative of 
THE TRIBUNE this afternoon. 


The old man was working on a galvan- 


ized Iron boiler In the mechanical shop 
connected with tho nallce department. 
When Captain of Police I^ynch told him 
that the newspaper man had some good 
news for him 
Southwick stopped his 


work for a minute and looked up 


When told what Governor Gilett had 


done for him he told how glad he was. 
After saying this he looked at the cap- 
tain and down at the boiler on which he 
was working. 


"Well, cap," he said, "you'll let me 


finish my Job, won't you?" 
Southwick was convicted of the charges 


of "battery preferred by the mothers of 
three young girls In East Oakland on 
July 9, 1909, and began his sentence of 
eighteen months on that date.

UPHOLDS WAGOHNGSYSKM 


AT OAKLAND BACt TRACK 


Man Accused of Receiving Money on Contest of 


Speed Is Ordered Released at Once 


By State's Highest Tribunal 


SAN FRANCISCO, March 28.—The State Supreme Court, fat 


a decision handed down this morning, practically declares that oral 
betting is legal, dismisses W. W. Roberts, arrested for holding 
stakes, from custody, and incidentally takes a slap at the law as en- 
acted by the State Legislature which he was accused of violating. 


Roberts was arrested on complaint of Henry Batt of 238 Myrtle 


avenue for holding $5.00 bet by two men on a horse race at the Oak- 
land race track. He was charged with a violation of Section 337 A 
of the Penal Code, and Attorney Carroll Cook applied to the Su- 
preme Court for a writ of habeas corpus. 


The matter was thus placed in the hands of the highest State 


tribunal for decision, and while Justice Shaw, who writes the opin- 


ion, clearly indicates that the oral betting law is legal and that Rob- 
berts should be discharged from custody, the clearest opinion of the 
tribunal to lay mind is found in the words of Justice Henshaw in a 
concurring decision, in which he says: 


"As the law nowhere denounces as criminal the mere laying of • 


wager, so it would be preposterous to say that it denounced as a 
criminal one who became a depository of such wager—as a mere 
matter of accommodation to the bettor." 


Referring to the isc.Uon of the code 


which Roberta la accused of violating, 
Justice fihaw aay«: 


"So far aa th« firet clauae relate* 


to the mere receiving of money or 
property bet or wagered, It appeara 
that It la practically Inoperative, and 
that the only conditions under which 
the receiving alone will be criminal 
are thoae mentioned In the aecond 
clauee. At the complaint agalnit the 
petitioner expreacly negative* the ex- 
latence of come of theie condition*, 
and fall* to aver the other*, and does 
not charge that he either registered, 
recorded, or forwarded the money re- 
ceived a* apeclfled In the flret clauee, 
It falla to charge an offense under 
either clauae of the aectlon.' The pe- 
titioner I* entitled to hit dltcharge." 
Referring to the passage of the pres- 


ent law. which la essentially the same as 
the oral bettlnr law of New York, Justice 
Shaw goes) on to say: 


PROVISIONS OF LAW. 


"Aa plainly aa words can declare It 


forbids every 
person 
from 
receiving 


money bet or wagered by or for any 
other person upon the result of a horse 
race, or upon any contingent or unknown 
event 
It may recpilre some stretch of 


the credulity to believe that Mie Legisla- 
ture could hare enacted a penal law 
mating an act which may be to trivial a 
felony, but when a reading' of the act 
discloses that It haa been enacted then 
can be no misunderstanding of its mean- 
Ing or effect If It stands alone without 
qualification." 


The opinion continues to show that a 


man may be a custodian of a bet not 
for gain or hire, according to the speci- 
fications of the second clause of the law, 
and In reference to this section the opin- 
ion reads: 


"The second clause In effect ezecpts 


and permits all receiving which .Is not for 
gain, hire or reward, and Ic not done In 
some one of the places mentioned by one 
who uses and occupies such place for 
that purpose. 


REPEALS FORMER CLAUSE. 


"The rule applicable to a statute 


In which a later clause I* found to be 
Irreconcilably.Inconsistent with a pre- 
ceding clause. I* that the clause later 
In position operates to a repeal of the 
former clause so far a* It I* Incon- 
sistent." 
The fact that the original decision 


Is written by Justice Shaw, concurred In 
by Justices AngelloH and Blosa. sad that 
the concurring opinion is written by Jus- 
tice Henshaw. and approved by Justice 
Uortgen. shows that the sentiment of 
five of the seven jurists of the Supreme 
bench Is In favor of the legality of the 
oral betting statute aa passed by the 
State Legislature, and as It exists In the 
City of New York. The only two judges

David Josiah Brewer was born in 


Smyrna, Asia Minor. Juno 20, 1837. 
His mother, who was a sister of Mr. 
Justice Field, married the Rev. Jo. 
slab Brewer, a graduate of Yale, who 
in 1830 went to Turkey in Asia as 
one of the first missionaries for the 
American Board. 
His father estab- 


lished the first newspaper In Smyrna, 
and was the first to introduce Euro- 
pean education into the Turkish em- 
pire. His parents returned to Amer- 
ica when he was yet an infant and he 
spent his early years; in the State of 
Connecticut. 


He obtained a good preparatory ed- 


ucation in the schools ofVhat State, 
continued his studies 
at Wesleyaii 


University, 
Mlddletown, 
Conn., and 


then entered Yale, where he gradu- 
ated in 1858 as the 
classmate of 


Chauncey M. Depew and Associate 
Justice Brown of the Supreme Court 
He then entered the law office of his 
uncle, David Dudley Field, in New 
York City; spent one year there as a 
student, after which he went to the 
Albany Law School, completing the 
course at that institution in 1S58. 


PRACTICES LAW. 


In the fall of that year he went to 


Kansas City, Mo., remaining for a 
few months there, and then went up 
the Arkansas Valley to Pike's Peak, 
across the mountains to Denver. Re- 
turning to Kansas in 1859, he estab- 
lished himself in the practice of law 
at Leavenworth, continuing his resi- 
dence in that city until his elevation 
to the Supreme Bench. 
In 1861 '-a 


became United States Commissioner, 
and in 1862 was elected Judge of the 
Probate and Criminal Court of Leav- 
enworth county. From 1865 to 1869 
he was Judge of the First District 
of Kansas. 


He took an active interest in educa- 


tional matters, and every movement 
to improve the 
city in 
which he 


lived. He served two years as secre- 
tary of the Library Association 
in 


Leavenworth, and one year as its 
president. He was a me,mber of the 
City Board of Education for many 
years, serving as its president, and 
later 
became 
Superintendent 
of 


Schools, filling that position in con- 
nection with his professional duties 
His reports on educational 
subjects 
are well-written and able documrnts. 


ELECTED JUDGE. 


In 1868 ha was presldapt 
of the 


State Teachers' Association. 
In 1870 


he was elected a Judge of the Su- 
preme Court of Kansas and was re- 
elected in 1876 and 1882. In March, 
1884, 
he was appointed a Judge of the 


Circuit Court of the United States 
When he retired from the State Su- 
preme Bench he wrote a farewell let- 
ter to his former, associates clothed 
in the most affectionate terms, ex- 
pressing the high regard in which he 
held them and the pleasure and profit 
he had derived from them while one 
of their number. 


While serving on this bench he 


gave a dissenting opinion on the pow- 
er of a municipality to Issue bonds in 
aid of railroads, and wrote the opinion 


>f the court that women were eligl- 
ole to the office of County Superin- 
tendent 
of 
Public 
Instruction. 
A 


number of women have since held 
that 
the prohibitory cases he 
sustained 


the proceedings by which the prohib- 
itory amendment was adopted as part 
3f the State Constitution, and |ln the 
liquor cases he explained and sus- 
tained the statutes. 


BREWERY DECISION. 


While Judge of the Circuit Court 


he ruled that "A brewery built when 
the law sanctioned and protected the 
manufacture of beer, and which was 
constructed with special reference to 
such manufacture, If It could not, 
without loss, be used for any other 
purpose, could not, after a change of 
policy in the State by which the 
manufacture of beer was prohibited, 
be stopped from running until tha 
amount of loss had been estimated 
and paid to the proprietor." 
This 


judgment, however, was subsequently 
reversed by the United States Su- 
preme Court. 


He also enjoined the State Railroad 


Commissioners 
of Iowa, upon 
the 


petition of certain railroad companies 
from putting rates so low that tho 
earnings of their roads would not 
pay operating expenses and Interest 
m their bonds.

*ound absolutely incorrigible, ib doing- in- 
finitely more harm in the institution than 
we can possibly do him good, it la pro-

After remaining \\ith us about 
one year he committed his seventh bur- 
glary and made a desperate and delib- 
erate attempt to commit murder 
In your second communication to the 


preoa, of which you mailed me copy, >ou 
state that you would rather a boy of 
yours would have his neck broken at the 
Preston School than to be returned to 
State prison. 
Tou do not seem to be 
familiar enough with the law governing 
this echool to understand that the super- 
intendent of the bchool is not authorized 
to break boys' necks and the present 


^^superintendent does not believe it any 
^"|iart of reformatory work to break a 
boy's spirit, and he will continue to con- 
duct the institution in the interest of the 
unfortunate bovs committed to his oare, 
at all times using his best judgment as

and not the chief probation officer of 
Atemeda countj.

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Police Brutality and Lawlessness. 


Without pretending to be a reformer and without tearing things 


to pieces Mayor Gaynor of New York is doing a lot of effective work 
in the way of improving the public service, lopping off sinecures 
and putting an end to abuses in the police department. He is de- 
termined to stop imprisoning and "mugging" men who are not 
charged with crime and who are released, after being photographed 
for the rogues' gallery, without trial. He says it is an unspeakable 
outrage to arrest a citizen without a warrant on no specified charge, 
and hold him closely confined in a cell without opportunity to com- 
municate with his family, friends and attorneys. 


So it is, but such outrages are committed every day. Men are 


arrested on mere suspicion or a chance resemblance, thrown into 
filthy cells, denied all communication with the outside world and 
often put through the tortures of the "third degree." Then they are 
photographed and their pictures hung in the rogues' gallery. Not in- 
frequently respectable men are arrested on trumped-up charges 
merely to get their pictures in the rogues' gallery. Infamies of this 
character are not unknown in Oakland. They have been common 
in San Francisco. 


Mayor Gaynor is determined to put an end to such lawless and 


barbarous practices in New York. The unwarranted arrest of a 
respectable citizen of unimpeachable social and business connec- 
tions has given the Mayor grounds for acting and an opportunity 
for inquiring into similar abuses. This man was arrested without 
a warrant. He was not booked on any charge, but entered on the 
private detinue book as a suspicious character. For three days he 
was kept in close confinement and subjected to a variety of indig- 
nities, including "mugging" and the "third degree." He was not 
permitted to communicate with his family, the pastor of his church 
or his attorney. The police apparently took no steps to ascertain 
if his statements regarding his place of residence, business and other 
connections were true. But he was called foul names and accused of 
committing all sorts of crimes. 


Finally his photograph was hung in the rogues' gallery and he 


•was turned loose without even a hearing in court, with the injunction 
to "clear out" or he'd be "run in" again. Had the victim been poor 
and friendless or a stranger redress would have been impossible. 
The perpetrators of the outrage would have been safe from ex- 
posure and punishment. 


But in this instance, however, thejvictim had influential friends 


and connections who brought the matter direct to the attention of 
the Mayor. Then the fur began to fly. The Mayor took his own 
way about inquiring into the famts. When the police officials were 
called before him to explain, their customary "frame-up" and excuses 
were riddled ;n a jiffy. The Mayor knew all the facts, and would 
stand for neither subterfuges nor lying. The case turned out to be 
one of spite arrest. The Mayor punished the gtiilty parties, had the 
picture removed from the rogues' gallery and the facts of the case 
set forth in the police records. He does not propose that such out- 
rages shall be perpetrated in future. Justice and decency would be 
great gainers if Mayors of other cities -would display the same reso- 
lute and discriminating energy in correcting the abuse of police 
power.

Besides Wil- 
liam H. Crocker, uncle of Templeton 
Crocker, has a flve-hundred-acre estate 
near the Burlingame Country Club.

The elder Crocker and 
Scott are said to be In favor of having 
the younger generation of millionaires 
do the work In the management of the 
new municipality 
Hillsborough will be a novel commun- 
ity in many ways.

\vho can remember fighting for the 
Vigilantes. in old Commercial street, 
fifty-five years ago. had his first ex" 
[>ertenco of an arrest in shirt tails 
:oday. 
He was sleeping soundly in 


his home. 3658 Seventeenth street, 
when he was awakened by a 
loud 


ringing at the door, followed by cries 
of "dAn't shoot," "don't kill 
me," 


and piercing shrieks of despair At first 
the officer thought it was a dream, 
and 
that 
he 
was 
being besieged 


iiimself 
by 
multitudinous demons, 


but in a moment he realized that 
something 
-was 
wrong, and as the 


clamoring 
outside 
continued 
he 


grabbed his revolver and handcuffs, 
and without waiting to dress, ran to 
:he door. 


KUNS AMUCK. 


He was summoned to a flat above, 


where he found Edward Walsh, 
a 


saloon keeper, his mind in a tempor- 
arily 
deranged 
condition, running 


amuck with a revolver, and threat- 
ening to shoot every one in sight. 
Henneberry was nerved to action In 
a moment. 
Although 
more 
than 


three score years and ten he has still 
the muscles of an ordinary athlete 
and a quick move served to disarm 
Walsb. 
In a few seconds the hand- 


cuffs were on his -wrists.

to the patrol box in the gray light of

VENT TO HER 


April 1 Set Aside as Day of 


Expression of Indignation 


Against Graft. 


PITTSBURG. "Pa., March 29.—Friday, 


April 1st. has been set, it was announced 
today, officially, as the Say upon which 
Fittsburg shall give vent to its indigna- 
tion for the grafting practices which are 
being revealed 
It is not that the public 
has been unmoved by the exposure thus 
far, 
but so overwhelmingly sensational 


has been the wave of graft that the In- 
dignation of righteous citizens has been 
little featured. 
A civic committee has 
decided, therefore, that to make this in- 
dignation spectacular by expressing it 
ensemble -with band music and speeches 
at a monster mass meeting in ISxposltion 
Hall next Friday night 
Ministers have endorsed the movement 
and are urging their congregations to at- 
tend; thousands of personal Invitations 
are being sent to business men and a 
general advertising campaign in street 
cars and newspapers began today. 
The object of the great civic gathering 


will be not only to express abhorence of 
graft, but to endorse the work of the 
authorities who have exposed its ramifi- 
cation here and to plan a general cru- 
sade for civic cleanliness.

Louie Toon, Low Ten and Leung Bow 


of the On Tick Tong must stand trial in 
the criminal department of the Superior 
Court for tho alleged robbers", at Slel- 
rose, of Tee Gee, a member of the Yee 
family, during the last sanguinary feud 
between these Chinese clans.

Everett J. Brown entered an order to 
this effect late last evening, after de- 
nying the motion of the District Attor- 
ney's office for dismissal of the cases. 
The motion was based upon the ground 
that the testimony of the witnesses for 
the^ prosecution could not be given cre- 
dence, and that If the cases were tried 
the State would be compelled to ask the 
court to instruct the jury to acquit the 
defendants because of the incredibility of 
its witnesses. The accused Chinese will 
bo tried separately and the court has 
ftxed the hearing of the first case for 
Thursday morning. Judge Brown also 
causing the record to show, on motion of 
District Attorney Donahue, the associa- 
tion of Attorney Phil. M. Walsh as spe- 
cial prosecutor for the -Te» family in the 


LEGAL. TANGLE. 


The motion made by the District At- 
torney's office for the dismissal of these 
cases developed such a legal tangle and 
involved so many Interests that Judge 
Brown said he could find no other way 
out of the difficulty than to force them 
to trial. It accused the Chinese wit- 
nesses of deliberate perjury at the pre- 
liminary 
hearing; 
Deputy Constable 


George C. Starr of "framing up" the 
pases against the accused Chinese in the 
interest of the Tee family, for a money 
consideration, of making a proposition to 
one of the attorneys for the defendants 
to prevent conviction for $250 In each 
case and of other dubious conduct; and 
declared that the accused men were in- 
nocent of the Tee Gee robbery. 
Assistant District Attorney Smith In- 
sisted upon the dismissal of the ca&es, 
holding that to bring them to trial would 
cause an unnecessary expenditure of at 
least $1000 of the county's money. 


Attorney Walsh, representing the Tee 


family, contended that a prirna facie case 
had been made out against the On Ticks 
at the preliminary hearing and that there 
should be a grand jury Investigation of 
the charges made in the District Attor- 
ney's motion. 


Attorneys Clarence M. Reed and Prank 


Drew of San Francisco, representing the 
On Ticks, thought the cases should be 
'dismissed on the showing set up by the 
District Attorney's office and that the 
charges against Deputy Constable Starr 
and the other witness for the prosecu- 
tion should be referred to the grand 
| jury. 


LEACH PROTESTS. 


Attorney A. P. Leach, representing 


Starr, protested against a dismissal on 
the motion, holding that such a disposi- 
tion of the cases would place the court 
in the attitude of branding the deputy 
constable a crook and a perjurer without 
giving him a chance to defend himself. 
This was the status of the controversy 


when Judge Brown took the matter up 
again last evening. 
Assistant District 


Attorney Hynes made a statement to the 
court in which he reiterated all of the 
charges made in the motion to dismiss, 
but said that In view of the various in- 
terests involved and the fact that there 
appeared to be no legal authority author- 
izing the court to take testimony on a 
motion to dismiss, his office would con- 
sent to the denial of the motion and the 
cases being brought to trial. 


"We are convinced that a conviction 
cannot be had in any of these cases, but 
rather than go on record as attempting 
to brand persons aa perjurers without 
giving them an opportunity to defend 
themselves, the District Attorney's office 
prefers that the cases be tried. This will 
incur an unnecessary expenditure of at 
least $1000 of the county's money, but it 
appears to me that under the circum- 
stances it cannot be helped."
